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help all existing and new industries apply 
the most advanced science and technology 
appropriate to their needs 


Special/Critical Needs 


Our request contains three new modest 
line items which we think are fully justified: 

©Veterinary teaching hospitals and clinics— 
which is consistent with practice through- 
out the country and is directly parallel to 
the teaching hospital in human medicine. 
This should have been funded for many 
years, and I am convinced it is essential for 
our continued accreditation. 

Truman Pierce Institute for Advance- 
ment of Teacher Education—the program 
proposed, and already initiated on a very 
modest scale, in this institute will be of 
immeasurable assistance to public school 
systems throughout the state in the 
enhancement of quality education in the 
elementary and secondary school programs. 

Nursing scholarships—for the School 
of Nursing at Auburn, with its outstanding 
record of performance, to continue to be 
the only nursing program in a public col- 
lege Or university in Alabama without a 
line item for nursing scholarships is, | 
believe, an inequity that is untenable. 

There are other critical areas which 
must be addressed soon. The Southern 
Association of Colleges and Schools visit- 
ing committee was highly critical of the 
excessive deferred maintenance existing 
on our campus. The longer this problem 
goes without adequate attention, the greater 
the erosion in value of the facilities in 
which this state has made a major invest- 
ment. 

We are continuing the evaluation of our 
asbestos abatement needs, and have taken 
preliminary steps to address a few of the 
most critical areas. This statewide problem 
must be addressed in the near future, and it 
is beyond the ability of a single institution 
to resolve without additional funds ear- 
marked for this purpose. Consideration 
should be given to a bond issue to assist 
colleges and universities correct this prob- 
lem, in the best interest of the welfare of 
the people of our state. 

I want to emphasize that the O & M 
budget for the Auburn campus should not 
be lumped together with the budget for the 
Agricultural Experiment Station and the 
Cooperative Extension Service. To do so is 
to fail to recognize the distinctive nature of 
these programs. In this connection, I must 
emphasize that in order to maintain qual- 
ity in these programs we urgently need 
approximately the same percentage increase 
for them as our O & M budget to allow 
Experiment Station and Cooperative Ex- 
tension Service employees to share in a 
salary improvement program comparable 
to that of faculty and staff elsewhere in the 
university funded by the O & M budget. 

Finally, I must point out in all candor 
what I sincerely believe is a continuing 
inequity in the O & M appropriation for 
Auburn University: the institution's oper- 
ations and maintenance appropriation, as a 
percentage of the demonstrated need as 
determined by the ACHE formula, is next 
to the lowest in the state and is more than 5 
percent below the average of all universi- 
ties in the state. Surely the people of this 
state Cannot expect the most comprehen- 
sive university with the most diverse 
research program and with the largest 
enrollment to continue to have programs 
of the quality that characterize Auburn 
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University unless this financial malnutri- 
tion is corrected. 


Summary and Conclusion 


In closing this presentation, I would be 
greatly remiss if I did not address a point 
which may be so obvious we could overlook 
it in our important dialogue about such 
topics as research related to economic 
development and creation of new jobs. 

The single element which will most 
directly influence the quality of life and the 
economic health of Alabama for the rest of 
this century and beyond is the young peo- 
ple now enrolled in our colleges and uni- 
versities: their intellectual character, their 
imaginative ability to create and adapt to 
changing circumstances—indeed, how they 
look at the world. It is surely no accident 
that the largest and most talented student 
body in the state is enrolled at Auburn— 
this year almost 2,000 students from the 
Birmingham area alone are enrolled and 
well over 1,000 from Madison County. 

Their native ability and their level of 
achievement are evident in whatever 
objective indices are selected, including 
freshman admission scores; the rate of 
their admission to medical, law, and other 
professional schools; their standing on 
such post-baccalaureate professional exams 
as accounting, teacher education, architec- 
ture, and others. Indeed, from all indica- 
tions Auburn students are among the very 
best in all public institutions in the 
Southeast. 

Why do students of this caliber continue 
to choose Auburn in such great numbers? 
In large measure the answer lies in the 
university's academic and competitive rep- 
utation, the quality of its undergraduate 
instructional program, and—of great 
importance—its physical and cultural set- 
ting. In my opinion, the people of Alabama 
do not fully realize that in Auburn Univer- 
sity they possess something truly unique 
and of almost inestimable value. 

Simply put, nowhere else in the South- 
east—and few places elsewhere in the 
entire country—does a major institution of 
higher learning combine, as does Auburn, a 
rich diversity and breadth of intellectual 
resources with a small-town, unhurried 
atmosphere. 

The enormous educational advantages 
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and results of this combination have long 
been recognized by such major Alabama 
employers as South Central Bell, Alabama 
Power, and Southern Services, who know 
that, in addition to their strong technical or 
scientific skills, Auburn students bring 
with them also a confidence in themselves 
and in their ability to interact effectively 
with others. 

Alabama must, in my judgment, make 
sure that one of its highest priorities is to 
maintain and improve the quality and rep- 
utation of this unique institution and the 
unparalleled educational opportunities it 
offers to our young people. The nature and 
character of our state’s future depends on 
it. 

To return to the point on which I began, 
I restate the objective on which we are all 
agreed: Quality in higher education is 
imperative. | submit to you that the best 
strategy for achieving this should be 
obvious: Build on strength. 

Auburn has that strength on which to 
build, in spite of funding deficiencies of 
recent years. It is up to the people of Ala- 
bama, and to the Legislators as their 
elected representatives, to determine if the

quality so urgently needed is to be main- 
tained and enhanced. As you make this 
important decision, I urge you to consider 
this conclusion of the Council of Twenty- 
One: “While narrow local interests will 
always be a part of the politics of higher 
education, the overall good of the state 
must now become paramount, not an 
afterthought.” 


President Martin 
Begins to Get 
Re-acquainted 
With Auburn 


EDITOR'S NOTE: Soon to be installed as 

Auburn's fourteenth president, Dr. James 

E. Martin '54 recently spent a long week- 
end in Auburn to begin to get re-aquainted 
with the university and the town. Printed 

below are Dr. Martin's comments at a 

press conference during that visit. Dr. 

Martin will move to the Auburn campus on 

February 15. 


I have been here since Thursday and 
basically what I have been doing is listen- 
ing, learning and trying to become better 
acquainted—or reacquainted—with Auburn 
University, its facilities, and some of its 
needs. I did have the opportunity on Friday 
[Jan. 27] to participate as an observer in a 
meeting of the Board of Trustees for the 
university. 1 thoroughly enjoyed that and 
that will be very helpful to me because 
every board operates a little bit differently. 

During the weekend I had an opportun- 
ity to drive around some and become reac- 
quainted with the Auburn-Opelika area 
after 30 years. Any number of times I found 
myself on roads that didn’t then exist and 
in areas that I was not familiar with. 

While I'm here today and tomorrow | 
will be meeting with some of the faculty 
leadership as well as the student leader- 
ship. I look forward to learning of their 
concerns and aspirations for the university. 


I'll be going to Montgomery to partici- 
pate in a meeting of the Council of Univer- 
sity Presidents. I can assure you and the 
people of the state—and those presidents— 
that the Auburn University administration 
will be very cooperative in developing any 
program that will enhance higher educa- 
tion in the state to the mutual benefit of the 
various universities. | see no reason why 
that type of cooperative effort can't be pro- 
ductive to both,the universities and the 
taxpayers of the state, and the economy of 
the state in general. 

While in Montgomery I will have the 
Opportunity to sit in the back and observe 
Dr. Bailey as he makes AU's presentation 
to the joint budget committee of the legis- 
lature for the university's annual appropri- 
ation. I have had the opportunity to be 
briefed on that budget, and Dr. Bailey, I 
think, has indicated that there is some 
guarded optimism of what we might expect 
with respect to those budget requests for 
higher education. 

This is one of the areas that I will also 
become involved in very early. I enjoy 
working with the legislature. And I hope 
that through those early meetings I will be 
able to convey to them some of the real 
potential of Auburn University and its 
programs, to improving the educational 
programs of the state, as well as the eco- 
nomic and social programs that would be 
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beneficial long-term to the state and its 
development. 

One of the items in the budget that is 
very critical for a good university is a salary 
improvement. The university is no better 
than its people. If you are nqt competitive 
salary-wise you tend to lose the really out- 
standing faculty and the net effect is that it 
takes years to rebuild that strength lost in 
just a period of a few short years. 

However, in some of the discussions, I 
see that it is important that we begin look- 
ing at deferred maintenance on our cam- 
pus; that we look at the library very care- 
fully; and specifically that we give serious 
review to our instructional and our research 
equipment. It is very easy for equipment to 
be useful, but be very outmoded as a result 
of obsolescence because of the high tech- 
nology developments that are taking place 
today. 

I did have an opportunity to see very 
briefly the proposal by the Legislative 
Committee on Industrial Expansion, Eco- 
nomic Growth and Jobs developed by the 
five doctoral degree-granting institutions 
for some 25 projects that would deal with 
high technology in a number of areas that 
would be beneficial to the state, and would 
involve about $15 million in appropriations. 

I certainly hope that the legislature will 
give very serious consideration to that type 
of project, because I think that it has the 
capability of providing aseed that can grow 
and have significant impact on the number 
of jobs that will be available in Alabama. It 
will increase the per capita income over 
time, and I think it will also add to state 
revenues because of the increased taxes 
that would result from higher incomes. 

I happened to have been at North Carol- 
ina State at the time when Governor Terry 
Sanford was just talking about the research 
triangle, back in the "50s. And if you look 
now at the research triangle, or Route 128 
near Boston, or Silicon Valley, and see the 
elements that were involved in that type of 
development, you'll find that there was a 
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major research institution with a capa- 
bility—that’s number one—followed by a 
commitment with public funds for im- 
provements. Then follow private inves- 
tors, and the return begins to flow. It does 
take time. It’s an investment in which the 
returns begin to flow several years after the 
initial investment. But if you don’t make 
that investment, then those types of high 
cechnology job opportunities tend to go to 
those states that do. 

I am delighted to see Alabama become 
involved in designating some specific areas 
associated with the major research institu- 
tions, which by nature tend to be the doc- 
toral degree-granting institutions, and that 
these institutions have gotten together to 
develop programmatic areas in which they 
will not compete, but develop those areas 
in which they already have a great deal of 
capability. I think chat is one of the things 
that can make the program so highly suc- 
cessful. 


Q: Several times you mentioned the 
potential of Auburn. Where do you see 
that? 
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A: Well, I think as the 1862 land-grant 
institution, Auburn, by statute, has three 
missions: resident instruction, research, 
and public service through our out-reach, 
off-campus, extension, and continuing 
education programs. Institutions of higher 
education, like many other publicly-sup- 
ported programs, health services, human 
services, highways, and so forth, lost ground 
during the late ‘70s and the early part of 
this decade. So we're not talking about 
building upon programs or great expan- 
sions of programs. What we're really talk- 
ing about are bringing these programs 
back to where they were prior to the very 
high rates of inflation. That's the first 
priority. 

I do not see us getting into a lot of pro- 
gram expansion, but I see us bringing pro- 
grams back up to where they were and then 
beginning to build upon those programs 
that will strengthen the three areas of 
teaching, research and public service. Every 
institution in a state does not have that 
responsibility; there is plenty of room for 
different missions of the institutions and if 
each institution does its mission well, it 
will enhance the total in education in the 
state. 


Q: There's always been a tremendous 
competition in Alabama in higher educa- 
tion for the educational dollar...to say the 
least, it (sometimes) has not strengthened 
or helped the institution in the public eye, 
as well as at home...any comment about 
that? 


A: Well, there is a level of competition 
that can be good, but once you go beyond a 
certain point, it can be highly destructive. 
And I think that one of the bright spots is 
that the five senior institutions that have 
the major research and the doctoral 
degree-granting programs have been able 
t6 get together and talk about areas and 
ways in which they would prevent unne- 
cessary duplication. 

I think, too, that in education there is the 
general realization, and I won't speak for 
Alabama but I think we're seeing it in 
Arkansas—the general realization that 
everybody is in the same boat and it’s not 
“higher education versus K-12," that in 
fact higher education receives the gradu- 
ates of K-12; and if they're better prepared 
in K-12 then higher education can be much 
more effective with whatever resources it 
has in producing a college graduate and a 
well-educated young man or young woman. 
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Q: What kind of atmosphere do you per- 
ceive on this campus...or have you taken a 
reading? 


A: Sure, I've been trying to take that 
reading every waking minute. I felt a sense 
of cooperativeness among {the presiden- 
tial screening] committee that I didn’t 
detect four years ago. While on campus and 
at the... trustee meeting I thought I 
detected a willingness to understand dif- 
ferences of opinions, legitimate differen- 
ces. And it’s not that individuals are right 
or wrong, it’s just honest differences of 
opinions on the same issue. That's always 
going to occur, and I can’t think of a better 
place to have that happen than ina univer- 
sity. 


Q: Could you go be more specific about 
the [multi-university] high-tech program, 
and how Auburn will participate if it is 
approved? 


A: I can't go into a great deal of detail. 
I've been reading steadily since I got here, 
budget documents, and the report from 
Sen. Bill Smith's committee on industrial 
expansion, economic growth, and jobs. 
Basically, there is a bio-tech area with, I 
believe, about a million dollars in funding 
for Auburn. There is a project that deals 
with the livestock industry in the state, and 
there are several other projects in which 
Auburn would be involved, for example, 
the development of genetic engineering. 
Auburn would be involved also in advanced 
manufacturing technology and develop that 
area. In the agricultural areas AU would be 
involved in the forest resource technology. 
A very significant portion of the land area 
in Alabama, like Arkansas, is devoted to 
forestry and soft wood and hard wood pro- 
duction. And then there is the cattle indus- 
try. These seem to be areas in which 
Auburn has developed the most expertise... 
in the state and it would seem appropriate 
to strengthen them to make a greater 
contribution. 

Similar types of projects have been out- 
lined for the Tuscaloosa campus of the 
University of Alabama, and, of course, 
UAB would be heavily involved in the 
medical areas, and Huntsville in space- 
related work. This is a very logical way for 
the universities to cooperate, and yet pre- 
vent unnecessary duplication of effort in 
the use of very limited resources. 


Q: Dr. Martin, have you had time to

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Paul Banister Taps 
Keys on One of Last 
Linotypes in Use

Past the front offices and up the stairs of 
the University Printing Service, one can 
hear a humming and clicking as letter 
molds fall into place with a tack-a-t, tack-a- 
t, tack on the linotype machine 

Paul K. Banister has been running one 
of the last linotype machines in the nation 
for Auburn since 1970. The linotype, which 
once revolutionized the newspaper ‘busi- 
ness, became practically obsolete when 
computers changed newspaper production 
at the end of the 1960s. 

Speaking of himself and the machine, 
Mr. Banister said, “We're part of a vanish- 
ing breed.” 

But after he completed his stint with the 
Navy during World War II, there was a 
great demand for linotype operators like 
Mr. Banister, and after a year between jobs, 
he moved his family to Tallassee, working 
for the paper there until a job opportunity 
opened in Auburn. 

Mr. Banister went to the Alabama Schoo! 
of Trade in Gadsden with several friends; 
one chose electronics, another mechanics, 
but Mr. Banister decided to be different and 
he chose printing. “I didn’t know what | 
was getting into and I still don’t but it's 
been good to me,” Mr. Banister said refer- 
ring to his career choice as a linotype 
operator. 

A linotype is a cast iron contraption of 
gears and pulleys which drops letter molds 
that add to a line of type with each touch of 
the kéyboard, and then move back to the 
magazine where they are stored until the 
next time that letter is used. 

When a complete line of type is pre- 
pared, the operator injects a stream of hot 
lead alloy into the letter molds, and as they 
return to the magazine, the lead slug with 
the line of type embedded in it falls into 
place next to the other cast lines. 

The processs is slow and laborious com- 
pared to the computer cold-type used today, 
but hot-type still has its advantages. 

It is expensive to print over-sized and 
under-sized items on cold-type, or, as Mr. 
Banister said, “those too little and too big 
for offset printing,” like tickets, he added. 

Offset printing prohibits the paper from 
touching the inked image. In letterpress 
printing, the paper comes into direct con- 
tact with the inked slugs typed on the lino- 
type machine. 

To many people, letterpress printing is 
cleaner and sharper than cold-type. In cold- 
type, the letter’s image is shot on camera- 
graphic paper with light every time a key is 
tapped. This paper is developed and pasted 
up for newspaper layout. 

The inventor of the linotype machine, 
Ottmar Mergenthaler, went crazy, Mr. 
Banister noted, and died a poor man 
although the machine he patented became 
the leading element in newspaper produc- 
tion. While other inventors tried unsuc- 
cessfully to develop a faster method than 
hand-set type to speed up the newspaper 
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IN THE MINORITY—Every printshop and newspa 
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printing process and entrepreneurs like 
Mark Twain lost fortunes investing in 


these inventions, Mergenthaler tried ° 


something different. Instead of a machine 
that would set letters for printing, he tried 
setting molds of letters which could be 
immediately reused. The result was a leaden 
slug of type which replaced the time con- 
suming letter by letter hand-set type. 

Mergenthaler’s linotype machine has 
almost 1,000 parts and each letter mold, 
which is called a matrix, is specially grooved 
like a key. This machine, according to Mr. 
Banister, is “amazing because it is metal 
against metal and goes on forever.” 

He can tell stories of matrices falling 
into line crooked and hot lead shooting up 
his pants leg, sticking to his sock and leav- 
ing scars from burns which take a long 
time to heal because of the poisonous alloy. 
He remembers women working as lino- 
type operators, although there were not 
many; and when cold-type was introduced, 
and the linotype replaced, most of the 
newspaper composition staff became 
female. 

The linotype machine has its own key- 
board which includes the 26 letters of the 
alphabet, numbers one through nine and 
various punctuation symbols. If a linotype 
operator makes a mistake while typing a 
line of type, he completes the line with 
letters from the first two rows of keys. 
These letters, et oinshrdlu, sped up 
proofreading, because when he saw them 
in a paragraph of copy, the proofreader 
would pry up the slug and throw it out. 

Newspapers were a little too hasty in 
taking linotype machines out of produc- 
tion, Mr. Banister said, because now they 
are putting some of them back for general 


use. No newspaper in Alabama still uses 
the linotype machine, although a few still 
are being used in the United States, even if 
they don’t set the entire paper. 

For the most part, however, the linotype 
machine is an “all practical purpose thing 
of the past,” according to Mr. Banister. 

He also owns and runs a printing shop 
in Tallassee but he sees this work as his 
hobby. “This has been my effort to have my 
cake and eat it too,” Mr. Banister said, 
adding that when his hobby gets to be 
work, he puts it aside. In his home shop, 
Mr. Banister makes all the rubber stamps 
for the University. He said he can make 
one overnight, whereas an order sent to 
Atlanta could take weeks. 

Mr. Banister sees his job in Auburn as 
the coasting-out of his printing career. He 
is 62 now and has been talking of retiring 
since he turned 60. 

One of his patrons, a fellow in the 
Extension Service, once asked him, “When 
you retire, what am I going to do for type?” 
The answer to that question, Mr. Banister 
doesn't know, although there has been 
some talk of the University hiring some- 
one to work as an apprentice with Mr. 
Banister until he retires, and then taking 
over the linotype machine for part-time 
work. 

To find a working linotype machine is a 
bit of a novelty. B.J. Jones, historian of the 
Alabama Press Association who also works 
at the printing service, said the linotype 
owned by the University was made in 1938, 
and was originally used by the Nashville 
Tennessean. 

Mr. Jones, who also can run a linotype 
machine, said a repair man used to come 
from Atlanta. In 1959, when he began 


per office in every town in the country used to have one, but the once revolutionary linotype 
inues to keep this vintage model in steady use at the University Printing Service. 
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working for the University, Auburn owned 
one linotype machine, the Opelska/Au- 
burn News owned three; the Auburn Bul- 
letin, two; and a local printing company, 
two. These were all the linotype machines 
in the city and hence, the only places where 
printing could be done. 

Speaking of his co-worker Paul Banister, 
Mr. Jones said that he has a great sense of 
humor, and that his excellent command of 
the English language has helped to make 
Mr. Banister one of the best proofreaders 
in the county. 

Mr. Banister, who fixes the machine 
himself from parts ordered out of New 
York, said that preventive maintenance is 
the way to handle machinery. “Don't abuse 
it and take care of it, and it will give you 
good service with a minimum of trouble.” 

The success of Mr. Banister’s mainte- 
nance philosophy is evident in the steady 
stream of type he sets on the linotype 
machine. Jokingly, he said about himself 
and the machine, “We're about the same 
age and the same condition.”

We wasted 
little time discussing such relatively unim- 
portant matters as collateral; instead we 
agreed that Georgia didn’t have a chance 
the following week and that a Sugar Bowl 
loan was just as legitimate as borrowing for 
a new car or house. 


As I put the check for my room deposit 
in the mailbox, the pangs of common sense 
began once again to assail me. I was now in 
debt roughly two months. salary and that 
was just to pay for the room. Heaven knew 
what other monetary pitfalls lay ahead. 
How long could a man live on water and 
macaroni and cheese? Could the bank find 
me in South America? As I pondered these 
questions the mailman came and emptied 
the box. With his departure I was commit- 
ted. Who needed common sense anyway? 
Whar I really needed was some other fools 
as crazy as I to help share my financial 
peril. Other than my wife, who shares my 
financial peril constantly, I had no one. 
Obviously I needed to communicate my 
enthusiasm to some of my friends. 


Luckily, this proved unnecessary. After 
Auburn won the Georgia game to nail 
down the Sugar Bowl invitation, a fever 
swept through all Tiger fans. Judgment 
and common sense were severely affected 
by this aberration and I was soon able to 
recruit four more adventurers to make the 
grand trip. I now had almost everything I 
needed for the trip—good friends, good 
lodgings, and no tickets. Yes, another 
minor obstacle had to be overcome. Still, I 
reasoned, I knew a lot of people who would 
sell me their tickets and I could enter the 
lottery myself. I soon had commitments 
from various people to sell me as many as 
fifteen tickets if they got them themselves. 
At worst, I figured fifty percent of these 
people should get tickets. I only needed six. 
How could I lose? 


As it turned out, I had badly overesti- 


mated my luck. Of my fifteen commit- 
ments, exactly one actually got his hands 
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on a ticket. As he was a friend, he let me 
have the ticket for only a fifty percent mark- 
up. That was an omen of things to come. 

Still, it was too late to turn back. With 
almost Kamakaze dedication I squandered 
my remaining funds on ridiculously over- 
priced tickets. Despite my frantic efforts, 
however, by Christmas Day I only had four. 
Seeing my distress, a friend with faculty 
tickets came to my rescue. She sold me two 
tickets at regular price and they were actu- 
ally together. The agreement we reached 
also saves me the trouble of thinking of a 
name for my firstborn daughter, but such 
was a small price to pay, especially since 
the tickets were adjacent. At last al! was 
ready. 


The actual time I spent in New Orleans 
was something of a blur. By putting sleep- 
ing bags in our luggage and spare blankets 
under our coats, we managed to get six 
people into a motel room designed for 
four. Concealing this slight indiscretion 
from the maid became a morning ritual. 
Otherwise, I recall only bits and pieces of 
those long, cold nights on Bourbon Street. 
Paying three dollars for a free plastic sou- 
venir cup filled with coke stands out in my 
mind, as does a similar but more expensive 
deal with a “Hurricane” at Pat O'Brien's. 
Guessing the gender of some of the locals 
was also constant fuel for speculation, but 
one can never be sure of such things in 
New Orleans. 


Game day arrived not a moment too 
soon. Joining a bleary-eyed, but high-spi- 
rited group of Auburn fans, we headed for 
the Superdome for our meeting with des- 
tiny. Both inside the Dome and out, Auburn 
fans stood and looked about them with 
awe. Once we entered. the immense sta 
dium, events seemed to take on an unreal 
quality. After all, this was the place where 
Alabama and Georgia had always ruled. 
Could it actually be that we long-suffering 
Auburn fans had actually reached the Sugar 
Bowl—the pinnacle of the SEC—a place 
where they sold frozen daquiris in the cor- 
ridors? Even as the teams came onto the 
field and the familiar orange and blue uni- 
forms were before my eyes, 1 wondered 
when I would wake up. Was this the same 
team that had brought us such joy in the 
season past? 


It was indeed. The team fondly called the 
“cardiac kids” once again lived up to its 
billing. The defense was magnificent; the 
offense was adequate, and when it was all 
over a field goal by Al Del Greco with 23 
seconds left on the clock gave Auburn a 
final victory in a season that the fans had 
long dreamed about. Many of those same 
fans sat in their seats long after the game, 
simply overwhelmed by the immensity of 
it all. One by one, myself included, the 
stragglers drifted out one last time to paint 
the town orange and blue and, for one 
night at least, to celebrate being number 
one. 


Luckily for me, the weather in January 
has not been too cold. Candlelight isn't 
really too bad once you get used to it, and 
macaroni and cheese can be prepared in a 
surprising number of ways. Financially, 
things are looking up, too. Once I repay my 
Sugar Bow! loan, the phone company has 
promised to reconnect my line. After all, I 
need to call in early to get a good room for 
next year’s Sugar Bowl. New Orleans could 
easily become a habit. See you there in '85.

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Alumni Office 
Serves Auburn

Getting an appointment with the Auburn 
director of alumni and development isn't 
hard; finding a stretch of time on his 
calendar for an interview is. Especially 
these days when the Auburn Generations 
reached $54 
million—heads toward the $61.7 million 
deadline on December 31. 


Fund—which has now 


George L. (Buck) Bradberry is a man 
who thrives on meetings and travel and his 
years at Auburn—the first fifteen on the 
football coaching staff and the last eight- 
een in the office of Alumni and De- 
velopment—have always been busy. But 
never so busy as these days when Auburn 
has moved into the final year of the fund- 
raising effort which has occupied Mr. 
Bradberry and his staff with planning and 
activity for the past four years. 

The Auburn Generations Fund is the 
largest fundraising effort ever to be under- 
taken by a public Southern university 
without a medical school—and that fund is 
headed very successfully toward its conclu- 
sion. Between phone calls, meetings, and 
appointments, Mr. Bradberry spent an 
hour on February 1 talking with The 
Alumnews about Auburn, the Generations 
Fund, and the Auburn Alumni and Devel- 
opment Office. 


What makes the Auburn Alumni Association 
special? Or is it special? 

I think that the Auburn Alumni Associa- 
tion is very special; but, naturally, I'm 
biased—we have to start with the assump- 
tion. The Auburn Alumni Association is 
special and possibly unique because it is 
tied so tightly to the universtiy. In other 
words, the Auburn Alumni Association is 
not self-aggrandizing. It is made up of 
thousands of people around the world— 
including those in this office—who initiate 
and carry out programs that enhance the 
university. And, of course, the Alumni 
Association is chartered—by its constitu- 
tion and bylaws—to serve alumni at large, 
individually and collectively, in activities. 
such as the more than 100 alumni clubs 
around the nation from California across to 
New York and down to Miami and a lot of 
places in between. We support the boards 
or advisory councils of schools and 
departments of the university and then 
have joint projects to benefit the university 
with them, We publish The Alumnews to 
bring news of what's going on on campus 
to alumni and also featured, concerning 
alumni out in the world and to keep alumni 
in touch with each other—we keep alumni 
abreast of the campus and with each other. 
And of course we have other services. 


What are some of the strengths of the Auburn 
Alumni Association? 

I think one of the strengths of our 
Alumni Association is that the alumni 
board of directors and the directors of the 
Auburn University Foundation, which 
promotes and receives private contribu- 
tions to the university and its programs, 
are so closely united. Another of our 
strengths is that our staff here in the 
Alumni Office have assignments that over- 
lap in both alumni and development work, 
bringing about a strong connection between 
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alumni and support for the university that 
many universities don’t have. Then if you 
take the Auburn spirit and the loyalty of 
the Auburn alumni and put all of that 
together, it does make Auburn and, in my 
estimation, the Alumni Association unique. 


What are some of Auburn's more successful 
alumni programs? 


It would be hard for me to select one 
program over another. Of course, there's 
our Annual Giving Program which has 
been growing each year since its inception 
in 1965; the Auburn Generation’s Fund in 
which we're currently involved along with 
the Auburn University Foundation, to raise 
$61.7 million through alumni volunteers 
and this office; and the Greater Auburn 
Athletics Program, which the Alumni 
Association sponsors. I mentioned our club 
network across the nation, which is proba- 
bly second to none; then there's our class 
reunion program; and recently we have 
more and more realized that the Alumni 
Tour program is very much a cultural and 
educational opportunity for those who can 


‘afford to travel with the Alumni As- 


sociation. 


In addition to large fund-raising projects such 
as Annual Giving and the Auburn Genera- 
tions Fund, are there other ways in which the 
Alumni and Development Office helps the 
university? 

From time to time student organizations 
come to the Alumni Association for some 
financial support. We are selective in what 
we can do because money is just not readily 
available for all the student organizations 
who have needs, but we try to let student 
organizations know that, if they have a 
vital need, they can come to us and talk 
about it and we will consider support for 
worthwhile programs and activities. 

We also have put a lot of emphasis in 
recent years in organizing and developing 
our computer systems so that we can coop- 
erate with the various constituencies of 
alumni through their academic departments 
or organizations here on campus. I'll use as 
an example the Department of Mechanical 
Engineering. We've done two or three 
things for them, helping them stay in 
touch with their alums so they can serve 
their alumni and determine where they are 
professionally and what they're doing. This 
relates to accreditation processes. It helps 
get information to the agencies that are 
responsible for accreditation. Then the 
student division of the American Society of 
Mechanical Engineers asked for a list of 
their alumni so they can be in touch with 
them for various projects such as inviting 
them for a reception at Homecoming. We 
help fraternities keep up with their alumni 
as well as the band alumni, the cheerleader 
alumni—almost any organization: ODK, 
Mortar Board. Any group that we can keep 
in touch with their constituency, that's 
Auburn in touch with alumni and it's 
important to the individual alumnus to 
know that we care about them. 


How many alumni records does the Alumni 
Association maintain? 

We currently have more than 90,000 liv- 
ing alumni on record on whom we have at 
least an address, and we're gradually adding 
more information all the time. In the past 
year we sent out information forms to all 
alumni other than Life Members—and 
we'll eventually get to them. Usually we 
have more information about Life Members, 
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simply because they've been more active 
with the Alumni Association—and we are 
gradually putting that information into our 
files so that we'll know who was involved 
in what honoraries on campus or who 
played baseball or who was active with the 
Auburn Players during any particular time 
span. 

As we're granting around 4,000 degrees 
per year, it stands to reason that our alumni 
are not necessarily going to relate to their 
class year overall as much as they might, 
say, to the class of 84 in the School of 
Pharmacy. The connection there and the 
constituency is naturally considerably 
stronger with their peers in pharmacy than 
with their overall 4,000 peers in a particu- 
lar class. 

That was not true in the years before 
World War II or in the older classes. Back 
in 1941 Auburn had maybe 3,000 students 
with approximately 750 people in a class. It 
would be possible for a student to know 
half their classmates all across campus, no 
matter what their curriculum. 


How does the Alumni Association support 
those various constituencies, other than keep- 
ing records? 

We do everything we can to let people 
know that we're trying to keep all the con- 
stituencies together after they graduate 
here and in that way there'll be a lot of 
activity related. to alumni involvement 
with the university, which is critical to 
Auburn's future. And, of course, there are 
individual alumni groups within the over- 
all confines of the Alumni Association and 
we work with them in groups such as the 
Ag Alumni, the Accounting Alumni, the 
School of Home Economics Alumni, the 
Pharmacy Alumni Association, the His- 
tory Alumni. 

Naturally there's a big rallying point for 
alumni in athletics and in football in par- 
ticular. In a lot of ways, it gives us a forum 
so that we can pass on other information 
and involve alumni in other activities 
when they come back to campus for a foot- 


_ ball game, and it gives us an opportunity to 


get more people and involve them in their 
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professional schools’ and departments’ pro- 
grams. There are many different alumni 
activities on each weekend of a home foot- 
ball game. 


Does the Alumni Association make any at- 
tempt to involve students in alumni programs? 
Of course, we always have a number of 


students—we had 17 students working 
during the fall quarter—on our staff in one 
way or another as employees, or as interns, 
say on The Alumnews and with our com- 
puter program. And the War Eagle Girls 
and Plainsmen work with us on class reun- 
ions during the fall and at a limited number 
of activities off campus. But right now we 
are getting larger numbers of students 
involved as we're asking for student volun- 
teers to help us with our Generations Fund 
Phonathon that we're having in February 
and again in April. Student volunteers will 
help us solicit by telephone those alumni in 
Alabama who have not already been asked 
to give to the Auburn Generations Fund. 
That involvement gives students a chance 
to get a feel of what the Alumni Associa- 
tion is all about and it gives us an opportun- 
ity to get them involved in a leadership way 
that relates later to Auburn involvement. 
In other words, if they're involved in 
alumni and development programs while 
they're here, chances are that when they 
get out in a particular area they'll be more 
inclined to be involved with our Auburn 
clubs and with other activities as alumni. 


Speaking of Auburn clubs, are there any lim- 
itations to the number of alumni in an area 
needed to form an Auburn club? 


We havea rule of thumb that we need at 
Jeast 150 alumni within a radius of 50 miles 
to have a chartered, official Auburn club. 
We do cooperate with isolated groups and 
furnish some programs and services for 
informal clubs, although our staff is too 
limited to carry a program from campus 
for each one of them as we do for the 
official clubs. Although we are very careful 
who we let have lists of Auburn alums, we 
will provide a list of area alums for the 


purpose of Auburn people getting together 


socially or to have a listening or TV party 
for a ballgame. 


A couple of times you've mentioned the 
Auburn Generations Fund. What is the cur- 
rent status of the Generations Fund? 


For those who might not know, the 
Auburn Generations Fund is by far the 
largest fundraising program this univer- 
sity has ever had. At this point it's the 
largest in the South by a public university 
which does not have a medical program 
Since ours has been in progress, the Uni- 
versity of Virginia has announced a pro- 
gram that has a bigger goal but it includes 
the medical program. The Generations 
Fund goal is to raise $61.7 million in broad 
support for the university. We have already 
raised $54 million. The campaign will be 
completed this year and will run through 
December 31 regardless of whether or not 
we go over our goal, and we feel that we 
will go over our goal with flying colors. 


What are some of the individual goals in the 
Generations Fund Drive? I know there are 
several goals of programs for, example, the 
library, scholarships, faculty support, research, 
etc. 

Among the individual goals in the Gen- 
erations fund are $8 million in faculty 
development, $4.5 million for forestry, 
$2.5 million in library endowment, $2 mil- 
lion for student support, $2.7 million for 
equipment, $1 million for research sup- 
port, $12.1 million for engineering con- 
struction and $1.9 million for veterinary 
medicine construction. 


We have a tremendous challenge in the 
library because the library has a great 
number of needs and at this point we have 
just over $1 million in the program for 
library endowment. During the remainder 
of the campaign, we're going to put an 
emphasis on that particular program and 
on student and faculty support. We. also 
had a challenge gift from J.W. Goodwin '27 
of $600,000. We will get that $600,000 for 
the library if others, in fact, come up with 
an equal amount. During the rest of the 
campaign we're going to ask many donors 
to consider making their pledge to the 
library endowment fund. 


Are other areas under their goals at this point 
in the campaign? 

Yes. We have overall needs that are not 
yet funded in the campaign that are upwards 
of $9 million. We feel we'll make our 
monetary goal, but we hope we won't be 
underfunded in any of the projects we 
initially set out to fund. Not only do we 
have the needs that were initially set forth 
as goals, but in the time we've been in the 
campaign we've had other needs occur. 
Then, too, a donor may be interested in 
giving us money for a project that’s not in 
our original goals. If so, and the university 
has a clear need in this specified area, then 
we're going to respond to a particular 
donor's interest by accepting the gift. 


In addition to the library, what other needs 
are underfunded currently? 


We had an initial goal of $12.1 million 
for engineering facilities. At this point, 
largely through a $5 million gift from John 
Harberrt, III,'46 and the Harbert Construc- 
tion Co., we have $5.5 million. The $5 
million is for the civil engineering portion 
of the planned facility and it will be under 
construction this spring. We'll still need 
$6.6 million to fulfill our goal in this area. 
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We also must raise almost another $1 mil- 
lion to meet the goal for faculty de- 
velopment. 

Building needs normally take exceptional 
gifts to fill them. We would hope to iden- 
tify an exceptional donor and fulfill that 
particular program before the year is up. I 
hope we can. But there is a possibility that 
the engineering building could be the only 
program that goes underfunded. As I said, 
we don't have any question that we will go 
over our goal at some point monetarily, but 
there may be programs that go underfunded. 


Have any programs gone over their goals 
already? 

As we have announced previously, the 
Humanities Fund Drive of $600,000 has 
reached its goal, largely through the efforts 
of Neil Davis ‘35 and the Humanities 
Advisory Council's involvement. We have 
also had gifts from Mrs. John Overton and 
from Dr. J. W. Goodwin '27 to the School 
of Veterinary Medicine that will provide 
for the auditorium and expansion of its 
library along with other facilities. We are 
now over our goal for endowed student 
scholarship support. We set out to raise $2 
million and right now we have $3.3 com- 
mitted—a small portion of that is in the 
form of deferred commitments but even 
being $1.3 million over our goal, we are 
still very short on our funds for unre- 
stricted endowment funds for scholarships. 
About ninety percent of the funds that 
have been given are restricted to certain 
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areas—which means that there are many 
university curricula, many professional 
areas which have no endowed funds avail- 
able to them. It stands to reason that when 
you seek private support a donor has a 
vested interest in certain areas. We expect, 
and, in fact, in certain ways encourage it. 
“If a person is, say, a graduate of the 
School of Veterinary Medicine, his vested 
interest may be in support of scholarships 
for the School of Veterinary Medicine. As 
directors and coordinators of this cam- 
paign, we try to appeal to our alumni and 
friends to be charitable in a way that would 
directly relate to their interests and we 
encourage them to support what they want 
to support. Quite frankly, we want the 
donor to be happy about his gift to Auburn 
and we want him to feel chat he is making a 
contribution to the future of Auburn. 
Because he really is enhancing Auburn's 
future. 

The Auburn Generations Fund is exactly 
what it says: it is a challenge to generations 
who have been served by Auburn, directly 
or indirectly, for the sake of generations to 
be served. We are interested in long-range 
support. Endowed funds will always be 
there. We're interested in seeing how good 
Auburn can be 20 years from now, 50 years 
from now—even 100 years from now. We 
emphasize that because we want to let eve- 
ryone know that what they do today will 
influence what happens at Auburn tomor- 
row. We also encourage alumni and friends 
to consider placing Auburn in their wills if 


it is feasible. We even have a program here 
in the Alumni and Foundation Office to 
work with those who wish to make a 


bequest to the university. 


As I've been reading questionnaires from 
alumni I keep running across comments about 
the football ticket problems. What's the situa- 
tion there? 

I guess there’s always been a degree of 
pressure for football tickets for certain 
games, such as our longtime rivalries with 
Georgia, Alabama, and Tennessee—and 
Florida to a lesser extent. When we go on 
the road to Knoxville or Athens and we 
only get 10,000 to 12,000 tickets, it stands 
to reason that we're going to have prob- 
lems; especially when here at Auburn 
we're selling more than 50,000 season 
books to our regular fans—alumni, faculty, 
and students. Athens, for instance, isn't 
that far away and everybody—or most 
everybody—wants to go to the Georgia 
game. It’s a foregone conclusion there's 
going to be a problem because not only are 
there not enough tickets, but because many 
of our alumni have supported the athletic 
program since they graduated. Some of 
them started making contributions to the 
Greater Auburn Fund 30 years ago and 
have been purchasing football tickets ever 
since. Quite frankly it’s a matter of only so 
many eggs will fit into one basket. Here at 
home in Auburn we haven't had the critical 
problem of not being able to obtain tickets. 

I think the best way for people who 
really want to understand the ticket situa- 
tion or the ticket priority system is to write 
the Athletic Department or us at the 
Alumni Association for a brochure that 
explains it in detail. It's a good problem to 
have in certain ways. It's nice to have foot- 
ball tickets in heavy demand, but I under- 
stand the trauma that some alumni have in 
not being able to come up with tickets or 
with good tickets. There is a priority sys- 
tem that relates in various ways to contri- 
butions to the G.A.F., how long people 
have been in the program, the number of 
season books they buy, and whether or not 
they're an athletic scholarship donor. There 
are so many variables that anyone who is 
interested in understanding the process 
should ask for the written material on the 
subject. 


What about the people who fuss about non- 
Auburn people ending up with better tickets 
than long-time supporters of the Auburn 
athletic program? 


That's also a dilemma but there’s nothing 
we can do about it. The Athletic Depart- 
ment, the Administration, and we have all 
been concerned about it. But the truth is 
that once a ticket is purchased by people 
with a priority we have no control over it. 
They buy the tickets and then for one rea- 
son or another don’t use them and some 
tickets end up out on the street, so to speak. 
And we have alums who are sitting behind 
the goal line who have been in the program 
a few years and don’t understand when a 
scalper outside the stadium ends up selling 
tickets at regular price just before the game 
that might be on the 40-yard line. This 
situation is something that we have no 
control over. 

One remark I hear from alums from 
time to time is that, “It doesn’t make sense 
that an Alabama fan who just happened to 
come to an Auburn game was sitting up 
there on the 30-yard line and I was sitting 
in the endzone and I don't understand

that.” I can’t give them an answer except to 
say that, yes, Auburn people have Alabama 
friends and vice versa. I know Auburn peo- 
ple who invite Alabama people to sit with 
them at the Alabama game. One Auburn 
couple in Columbus, Ga., always goes to 
Athens to the Georgia game with their 
Georgia friends and they sit together. I 
understand the frustration when someone 
has scratched around and found a ticket and 
some of our alumni have purchased tickets 
for years and are still sitting down in the 
low seats and some guy in our section who 
has a better ticket jumps up yelling, “Go 
Dogs.” 


The Alumni Association keeps using the 
same initials and similar names for its various 
programs and many people stay confused 
about what’s the GAF, the AAG, and the 
AGF. Would you explain the various giving 
and dues programs operated by the Alumni 
Association? 


It is an interesting phenomenon that our 
programs do seem to have the same letters 
or initials. First of all, in the Alumni Asso- 
ciation we have a dues program. The 
Alumni Association is separately incorpo- 
rated, but because of the integration of our 
office funding, etc., the Alumni Associa- 
tion funds a lot of projects that are directly 
related to alumni affairs and we have to 
have those funds to publish The Alum- 
news, pay salaries, and do all kinds of servi- 
ces for alumni and in turn services for the 
university. The membership dues program 
supports the Alumni Association. 

Now the university has need for private 
support over and above the public funds. 
There is no question that if we were satis- 
fied just to take the state funding coming to 
the university and the tuition coming from 
the students, the university would not be 
nearly what we envision it to be. This is a 
challenging world. Auburn is here to 
develop and do what we can to enhance the 
student, who in turn, with the faculty and 
staff who are doing teaching, research, and 
public service can go out into the world and 
be productive and make a better society. So 
we in the Alumni and Development Office, 
on behalf of the university, have under- 
taken various projects to support the uni- 
versity in its efforts to better prepare 
students. 

And our Auburn Annual Giving Pro- 
gram is one such project. It is an annual, 
perpetual program. Every year we appeal 
by mail to alumni to give to our Auburn 
Annual Giving program. Gifts may be 
designated as unrestricted, that is wher- 
ever the need is greatest at the time, or they 
may be restricted or designated for a cer- 
tain area of the university at the choosing 
of the donor. 

Then we have the Greater Auburn Fund 
Athletics program, which is the booster 
fund for the athletic program as we have 
discussed earlier. It is attached to the com- 
petitive aspects of the intercollegiate ath- 
letic program and the competition of the 
athletic world. The funds are used to 
enhance the athletic program ina way that 
make it competitive and are tied to an 
option system or a ticket priority system, 
especially in football and basketball. And 
we're fortunate here at Auburn that the 
program comes within the bounds of the 
Alumni Association and not in a separate 
off-campus booster organization, because 
those funds have to be used in the frame- 
work of the Southeastern Conference and 
the National Collegiate Athletic Associa- 
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tion and bound by their rules and regu- 
lations. 

We think Auburn can better justify the 
strong booster bond like this when it is tied 
in with programs that produce a lot more 
money for areas of the university other 
than athletics. In other words, we feel justi- 
fied in supporting an athletic program like 
GAF when, in fact, we have raised $54 
million of which more than ninety percent 
is going for academic programs, research 
and things of that nature. 

Then we have the Auburn Generations 
Fund, a one-time exceptional program. 
The university has many needs, both capi- 
tal needs and endowment needs for on- 
going programs as we mentioned before. 
AGF is a special project, a one-time pro- 
gram—we've been in it publicly now for 
two years with another year to go, although 
actually we'd been working very hard on 
the fund drive for two years before the 
kickoff banquet. The state of Alabama just 
cannot provide all the resources needed 
nor can the families who pay tuition supply 
all the needs that this university has in 
order to be exceptional, to be able to pro- 
duce, and that’s what the whole educational 
process is about. It is incumbent on us as 
Auburn people to do everything we can to 
be as productive as possible; if there are 
private dollars that are available to this 
university because people think it’s a good 
investment to train people to go out into 
the world and make it a better place to live, 
then the Alumni Association and the Au- 
burn University Foundation is going to do 
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everything we can to get those dollars for 
Auburn. In other words, it’s the Auburn 
attitude at work, and as Shug used to say, 
“that’s American.” 

It's the Auburn attitude that we're going 
to do everything we can to help ourselves 
so that we can help others—and we at 
Auburn are accepting the challenge—that 
those who have been served by Auburn will 
help serve generations to come. 

Auburn is not one of the institutions in 
America that seems to be leveling off. 
Given the resources we have—that’s money 
resources and people resources—there’s 
nothing to make us feel complacent or to 
believe that we have to accept the status 
quo. 

The greatest example that I can see of 
Auburn's strength today is being fulfilled 
vividly through the success of the Auburn 
Generations Fund where we have raised 
$54 million and this month our fourth 
president since we began the campaign 
will be coming on board to terminate the 
campaign. We have been through some 
critical periods. We've not only had trau- 
matic unrest here on campus and through- 
out all the Auburn constituency, but in 
addition to that, we've struggled through 
the biggest economic recession since the 
Depression—and the Auburn Generations 
Fund's heart has not skipped many beats. 
That means that Auburn has such a solid 
foundation and we—all of Auburn's peo- 
ple—have such a strong attitude about 
Auburn that we come out on top. Some 
people look on us as fighting like cats and 


dogs at times, and they keep saying 
“Auburn's in trouble, Auburn's in trouble,” 
and what-have-you. But Auburn has a way 
of coming out of every little or large trou- 
blesome experience moving forward. And 
I think we'll be a much better institution 
and university for having gone through 
some of our troublesome times than we 
would have been if we hadn't had them.

Welsh Mycologist Adds 
International Touch 
To Plant Pathology

A man of average height, dressed in coat 
and tie, stands before a microscope in a 
laboratory on the first floor of Funchess 
_ Hall. Behind him petrie dishes tumble in 
confusion on a large table, and cabinets 
-stuffed with brown envelopes containing 
collections of Alabama fungi, cover the 
wall. With quick, fluid movements, he fin- 
ishes preparing a slide of an unusual aphid 
he discovered on an orchid of his that 
morning. Although Dr. Gareth Morgan- 
Jones calls himself “mainly@ taxonomist,” 
a scientist who classifies plants, his official 
title at Auburn is professor of botany, plant 
pathology and microbiology. This profes- 
sional label only begins to describe the 
man. He is an inquisitive person who 
embraces the thriving, complex world with 
ease. His curiosity drives him to investi- 
gate almost all that he comes in contact 
with, hence the aphid placed neatly between 
two thin pieces of glass. 

Taking short, clipped steps, Dr. 
Morgan-Jones moves down the hall to his 
office where more brown envelopes are 
stacked on his desk. He opens a packet and 
takes out several leaves with tiny black dots 
on them. ‘These are some of the things I 
study” says Dr. Morgan-Jones, his specialty 
being mycology, which is the study of 
fungi. “I've described a lot of new genera 
and species over the years from collections 
such as these.” He has recently re-es- 
tablished contacts in India made during the 
years he worked in London as a member of 
the staff of the Commonwealth Mycologi- 
cal Institute at Kew Gardens. One profes- 
sor from a university located in the foot- 
hills of the Himalayas sends him leaf 
specimens bearing micro-fungi very fre- 
quently. “It is an area,” Dr. Morgan-Jones 
explains, “not adequately explored bo- 
tanically.” 

A novice confronting the discipline of 
taxonomy for the first time might be sur- 
prised to discover that many organisms 
remain to be named and classified. In turn, 
he would probably startle Dr. Morgan- 
Jones who has cabinets overflowing with 
unidentified and undescribed specimens in 
spite of having been classifying plants for 
more than twenty years. Growing up in a 
middle-class family in North Wales, he 
developed his interest in botany when he 
went to the University of Wales ona scho- 
larship. “I was fortunate in having a very 
fine old lady teacher called Lily Newton, 
who wrote a book on British seaweeds 
which became a classic,” reminisces Dr. 
Morgan-Jones. “I used to ramble on the 
rocky shores at Aberystwyth with her and 
learn about all the plants in that habitat.” 

When he graduated with honors in 
1961, he travelled for five months in the 
Middle East with fellow students, all of 
whom had been inspired by Freya Stark, a 
Scottish explorer in her late seventies, who 
had come to talk to the geography club at 
the university when they were undergrad- 
uates. “She had written a number of books 
on areas of the Middle East,” says Dr. 
Morgan-Jones, “I can remember reading 
one called The Valley of the Assassins in 
which she described life in a remote valley 
among primitive peoples.” “I became all 
excited about seeing the world,” he added. 
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The students formed the University of 
Wales Exploration Society, a group com- 
posed primarily of biologists and geograph- 
ers, and received a grant from the Royal 
Society of London to explore parts of Ana- 
tolia in Eastern Turkey and Azerbaijan in 
Northern Iran. “The trip turned out to be 
very interesting,” says Dr. Morgan-Jones. 
“We lived about 12,000 feet up on a moun- 
tain called Kuh-i-Sabalan above the Cas- 
pian Sea where conditions were extremely 
primitive and the only population con- 
sisted of nomadic tribes.” Living in tents 
for about three months in the mountains 
and sharing their food supply with Kur- 
dish tribes, the students saw their venture 
as successful. "As far as botany and zoology 
was concerned,” he says, “we achieved 
quite a lot in terms of documentation of the 
flora and fauna, particularly lichens and 
birds.” 

He returned to the United Kingdom and 
attended the University of Nottingham, 
receiving his master’s in mycology in 1962 
and his doctorate in 1964. In these early 
years being particularly interested in 
lichens, a combination of an alga and a 
fungus, he studied them along the western 
seaboard of Europe, and was especially 
fond of the Western Isles of Scotland. Dur- 
ing the summer of 1963 he studied at the 
National Museum in Prague, Czechoslova- 
kia, with the late Dr. Albert Pilat, a world 
renowned mycologist. Sitting behind his 
desk, Dr. Morgan-Jones tells his life-story 
quickly, until he comes to the year he spent 
at the Biosystematics Research Institute in 
Ottawa on a National Research Council of 
Canada Fellowship. That was in 1965. 

“Ottawa was such a wonderful city,” he 
remembers, “I would have stayed there; I 
made so many good friends with whom I 
am still in contact. They wanted me to 
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stay.” But, he explains, he felt a need to 
return to his homeland. ‘For some reason, 
I had Wales in my being, so I went back.” 

On returning he joined the Common- 
wealth Mycological Institute and lived in 
London. He spent many of his evenings in 
the House of Commons discussing prob- 
lems relating to Wales since a fellow grad- 
uate of the University of Wales, Gwynfor 
Evans, whom Dr. Morgan-Jones had met 
during his undergraduate days had been 
elected a member of Parliament in 1966. 
His political interests grew to such an 
extent that in 1968 he accepted a full-time 
appointment as executive secretary of the 
National Party of Wales, of which his 
friend Gwynfor Evans was president. Intel- 
lectuals had founded the party in the 
Twenties in order to reassert Welsh politi- 
cal consciousness, and it had grown rapidly 
during the Fifties and Sixties. 

“For the next three years | was making 
speeches up and down the South Wales 
mining valleys, generating the Welsh Na- 
tional spirit,” says Dr. Morgan-Jones, 
slightly raising his voice and leaning for- 
ward in his chair. “Not because I was anti- 
English, but because I genuinely felt that 
here was a culture, here was a language, 
here was a people, whose contribution to 
civilization had been significant since the 
time of the Celtic saints but yet whose 
life-blood was ebbing largely because of 
political indifference.” Relaxing back in his 
chair, he says quietly, “One can get very 
romantic about this, which I did. I was 
about that age, and I was very radical in my 
politics. I have mellowed since then.” 

In 1970 his political career climaxed 
when he stood in the general election to 
the British Parliament as a candidate for 
the coal mining constituency of Aberdare, 
deep in the South Wales valleys. He lost to 


the Labor party but received almost thirty- 
eight percent of the vote, by far the best 
result for his party ever in such a working- 
Class constituency. Exhausted from the 
chaotic activities of campaigning, he reas- 
sessed his priorities and resigned his posi- 


tion as executive secretary. Looking back to 
those years Dr. Morgan-Jones remarks, "| 
have no regrets for having gone off on 
something of a tangent. I did what I felt | 
had to. I cared for Wales and its people and 


I still maintain contact with two of my best 
party friends who are now Members of 
Parliament. Ultimately I was bound to get 
back to academic life where I belong.” He 
returned to Canada in 1971 as a visiting 
professor of botany at the University of 
Waterloo in Ontario. “Then, of course, | 
worked virtually day and night for two 
years to re-establish myself and develop 
my reputation as a mycologist,” he says, as 
if chiding himself for his political past 
“Then I started looking for a job.” 

At this crucial point in Dr. Morgan- 
Jones’ career, Auburn began looking for 
someone to solve a problem involving fun- 
gal contamination of food products, partic- 
ularly peanuts. “I had experience of a sim- 
ilar problem involving fungal contamina- 
tion of peanuts in Kenya and Uganda 
during my time at the Commonwealth 
Mycological Institute,” says Dr. Morgan- 
Jones, remembering the scare the peanut 
industry had suffered world-wide. The 
same week Auburn offered him a job, the 
University of Hawaii at Honolulu also 
made him an offer. He confesses that he 
chose Auburn, a fortunate decision for us, 
because Alabama is closer to Wales and his 
family there. He has been here since 1973. 
“He is one of the international experts in 
his field,” says Dr. Robert Voitle, Dean of 
Agriculture, Forestry and Biological Scien- 
ces. “He is a fine teacher and researcher— 
an asset to our faculty here.” 


Placing the envelopes from India in an 
orderly stack, Dr. Morgan-Jones is silent 
for a moment. Since coming to Auburn he 
has published 82 papers in referred scien- 
tific journals, adding to the 43 he had 
already published at the time of his appoint- 
ment here. He has sat on many graduate 
committees and during the last six years 
has directed research of seven graduate 
students in addition to teaching an intro- 
ductory mycology course each fall and two 
graduate advanced mycology courses every 
spring. “According to evaluations,” says 
Dr. Paul Lemke, professor and head of 
Botany, Plant Pathology and Microbiology, 
“he is as an effective and caring teacher, 
especially evaluated by those students who 
are specializing in mycology.” 


Glancing over to his bookshelves, Dr. 
Morgan-Jones is reminded of a report he 
must write. "I am now the external exa- 
miner for Ph.D.’s in botany for five Indian 
universities. We don’t have that system 
here, but in European universities and 
those of the British Commonwealth candi- 
dates for the doctoral degree have to have 
an external examiner, a person outside the 
university who determines if a candidate's 
thesis meets the requirements for the 
degree.” Going over to a bookshelf, he 
takes down a thick, bound volume, an 
Indian student's dissertation just arrived 
for evaluation. 

During the last.three or four years, Dr. 
Morgan-Jones has acquired new research 
interests in addition to his studies in 
mycology. “You see plenty of scientists in 
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their mid-forties dry up—I'm not going to 
let that happen to me. The secret is to keep 
moving, develop new areas of interest 
without being a dilettante.” Dr. Morgan- 
Jones, in his early forties, is adamant that 
he will not get staid and stagnant. 

In order to, as he puts it, “serve the 
mission of the Alabama Agricultural 
Experiment Station to the very best of my 
abilities” Dr. Morgan-Jones has recently 
become interested in the interactions 
between microorganisms in soils, publish- 
ing his first paper in this area in 1981. He 
is particularly interested in the ways in 
which fungi can control populations of 
nematodes—minute, worm-like organisms 
which have caused severe crop losses in 
peanuts, soybeans and other crops. Because 
he is concerned about the environment, he 
is intrigued by the " phenomenon of biolog- 
ical control,” which, he explains, is an 
alternative to pumping often harmful 
chemicals into the soil. Environmental 
problems have made the use of some chem- 
icals undesirable and some have been 
banned altogether. In Florida, for instance, 
one pesticide vital to citrus crops is severely 
regulated because of evidence of carci- 
nogenicity. 

Dr. Morgan-Jones searches for fungal 
antagonists endemic to the nematodes’ 
habitat that have the capacity to interact 
with and control the pest. He has disco- 
vered several fungi which destroy nema- 
tode eggs. This research has taken him to 
Columbia, Equador, Mexico and Panama 
and he has been invited to participate in an 
international workshop on the biological 
control of nematodes to be held this spring 
at the International Potato Center in Lima, 
Peru. In these various countries he exam- 
ines agricultural soils for fungi and deter- 
mines their antagonistic capacities. Next, 
he studies the fungi’s physiology to deter- 
mine means of selective promotion. 

In other words, says Dr. Morgan-Jones, 
“If we can design ways and means by which 
we can promote the populations of fungi, 
nematodes can be kept under control with- 
out widespread use of chemical nemati- 
cides.” This research conducted by Dr. 
Morgan-Jones and his colleague Dr. Rodrigo 
Rodriguez-Kabana will be helpful to many 
agricultural economies in addition to Ala- 
bama peanut and soybean farmers. “It has 
profound implications,” says Dr. Lemke. 
“It is an economical, biological control that 
can be used, generally, world-wide.” 

One would think that the professional 
activities of Dr. Morgan-Jones absorb all of 
his time. However, this isn’t the case. He 
finds time for many different activities. A 
friend describes him as a renaissance man; 
his hobbies are as diverse as his scientific 
interests. A visitor to his country home 
might find him strolling down his gravel 
driveway with his English cocker spaniel, 
Cookie, chasing at his heels. His Afghan 
hounds would probably bark loudly as both 
visitor and Dr. Morgan-Jones walk past the 
goldfish pond he built himself on route to 
the house he designed. Once inside, the 
visitor would find himself in a large, com- 
fortable room with a cathedral ceiling and 
uncurtained windows looking out into the 
woods. In front of the fireplace he would 
find his choice of four studio chairs sur- 
rounding a glass table, graced with art 
books and pottery made by Dr. Morgan- 
Jones. From this vantage the visitor could 
view pieces of sculpture—metal, wood and 

marble—carefully placed in different parts 
of the room, as well as paintings. On the 
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floor would be sheepskin rugs from Wales. 

It is difficult to remain unimpressed in 
the presence of someone so accomplished. 
How does Dr. Morgan-Jones find time to 
engage in so many activities? “I don't 
know,” he answers. “I don’t work that ter- 
ribly hard. I don’t get to work at seven in 
the morning” he adds. “When I work, | 
work. I'm highly energetic when I get 
going, I guess. I think mental energy is very 
important. 

Maintaining this mental energy means 
that when he does go home, he does not sit 
in front of the television and vegetate. "I 
think it is important that one have enough 
change, enough stimulus,” he says, ani- 
mated, “that one read the world’s great 
literature. | like reading poetry myself— 
Auden, Shelly, Keats—and short stories— 
I love Eudora Welty. I recharge my batter- 
ies by reading.” Some people can do without 
relief as in the case of an eighty-one year 
old Nobel Prize winner Barbara McClin- 
tock. “She said in an interview that she 
couldn't bear to sleep at night and couldn't 
wait to get to the lab in the mornings 
because she was so interested in what she 
was doing. I'm like that sometimes but one 
needs to relax with another type of book 
and to have other kinds of thoughts in 
order to keep a proper perspective on life.” 

Dr. Morgan-Jones grows orchids, col- 
lects art, breeds Afghan hounds, makes 
pottery, teaches mycology, attends Auburn 
football games (he is an avid fan), writes 
scientific articles, reads poetry. He has a set 
balance. He is both scientist and artist, a 
man who not only investigates the world 
around him but who also perceives its 
beauty. 


Volleyball Club — 
Combines Sport, 
Fun, Friendship

Until recently, five o'clock in the after- 
noon conjured a three-ring circus for many 
of us who sneakered through the doors of 
the Sports Arena (a big white barn across 
the street from Jordan-Hare Stadium) 
faithfully, Monday through Friday. At this 
time the women’s gymnastic team, flaunt- 
ing colorful leotards, would squeeze in 
towards the middle of the huge room, 
allowing space enough on the right for 
Coach Martincic to drill those of us in his 
exercise class to the tunes of John Phillip 
Sousa, and floor enough on the left for the 
volleyball club members to jump, scrape 
knees, and belly-flop. These ball-tossers 
were the riotous ones who made us a 
group, you might say, weaving in and out of 
us all, chasing the numerous, misguided 
balls. Those were magic moments when 
smiles and sweat, noise and sport all 
mingled. 

At the beginning of Winter quarter as 
Coach Martincic switched from the pre- 
exercise Hank Williams’ tape to his march- 
ing music, the spell was somehow broken. 
For the first time in the three years that 
I've been an avid Martincicer, the volley- 
ball club did not appear. No nets were 
rolled-out, no balls bounced, and not one 
tall player with knee-pads treaded through 
the door. Instead a low, dull roar of silence 
came from the other end of the gym.

In anticipation of the new student activ- 
ity building's grand opening, the scheme of 
things had been changed. All of us exercise 
enthusiasts had known it was only a matter 
of time before we relocated, but not one of 
us had asked about the destiny of the vol- 
leyball club. We weren't ready for them to 
leave. But so it goes with advancements. 

The absence of the volleyball club stirred 
my curiosity. Questions I foolishly had 
failed to ask before appeared in force. Why 
were these players so devoted to this sport, 
coming day after day, arriving with us, stay- 
ing long after us, year after year? Why did 
the men and women work-out together? 
Did the teams compete? Did they do well? 

Over the years I had managed to learna 
name or two, so I pored over the student 
phonebook and unearthed David Nathan's 
phone number. (He was the first to come 
to mind because a few years back we had 
spent gorgeous fall mornings together in 
Dr. Ward Allen's sophomore lit class.) To 
my delight, I discovered that he was the 
club's past president, the perfect man to 
tell me just where the club had gone and a 
few necessary facts about them which 
would help me understand their devotion 
to the game of volleyball. 

The Auburn volleyball club is not an 
official team, but a club sport like soccer or 
rugby. Once the university had a collegiate 
women’s team, but in 1981 it was dropped 
along with wrestling and women’s golf. 


Now the men and women—out of a shared 
love for volleyball—drill together and divide 
court time. Both teams compete in about 
four tournaments a quarter which are 
coordinated through the United States 
Volleyball Association (USVBA). Our 
region includes teams in Alabama, Geor- 
gia, and Tennessee. . 

Okay . . . but who is eligible to be a 
member of these USVBA clubs? The teams 
are independent of universities and partic- 
ular cities—they are composed of people 
who adore volleyball. However, at Auburn 
a player must in some way be affiliated 
with the university because court time is 
provided by the university's recreation 
department. And court time is hard to find, 
says David, who is a graduating senior in 
mechanical engineering. 

Until the new student act opens, the 
club's practice time in the Sports Arena has 
been moved to a student's prime studying 
time, 8:30 to 10:00 at night—hence their 
vanishing act from Martincic exercise class. 
But they persevere—arriving nightly, 
architecture, physical education and engi- 
neering majors, grad students in political 
science and engineering, and instructors, 
dragging bags of balls, men and women 
alike, about 30 of them. Why? 

Since the club’s genesis in 1976 by 
determined vet student Mark Garrett '79, 
the volleyballers have become addicts of 
the game. A close-knit group, they share 
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the revelation that competitive volleyball 
is more than fun, and the surprise that no 
one had told them about it earlier. In 1979 
Auburn's club won first in the regionals 
and competed in nationals in Dayton, 
Ohio. “We didn’t get skunked, but we lost 
to the four different teams,” says Eddie 
Sturgis, a graduate student in electrical 
engineering. A charter member, Eddie has 
seen the club through its ups-and-downs 
After the victories of 1979, various players 
graduated and the team slumped. Yet in 
the past few years the club has regained 
momentum. “Lately we have become more 
of a power in the A division,” says David 
Last year Auburn won second in the region 
and was invited to the AA (the most 
advanced players) regional, but refused 
“We didn’t want to get destroyed,” explains 
David, “I've seen AA teams and they are 
better than us.” 

But being the best isn’t the most impor- 
tant goal of Auburn's volleyball club. All of 
the volleyball players voice a strong desire 
to promote the game—to let others really 
know about it. The fall of 1982 they hosted 
volleyball clinics for the volleyball intra- 
murals in order to teach the novices about 
the finer aspects of the game. And they 
would have continued the clinics in the fall 
of 1983, but volleyball intramurals were 
put on hold until spring quarter in coordi- 
nation with the opening of the new student 
act. David and six others players referee 
intramural games when they are in session, 
sincerely hoping to enlighten the carefree 
players about volleyball’s potential to be 
something other than a backyard recreation. 

“We are really interested in supporting 
the sport of volleyball, even if it means 
Sacrificing our competitive edge,” says 
David, who out of his busy week of engi- 
neering labs, 25 hours of work at Momma 
Goldberg's, and ROTC activities, devotes 

10-15 hours to volleyball. “We work with 
beginners (the mad-hackers from the intra- 
mural courts) and the women, giving the 
women equal time,” which means a differ- 
ence in net height of about seven inches. 
“The women impress me,” he says. “A lot 
of them have played competitively in high 
school and have better skills than the 
men.” 

How do the women feel about co-ed 
work-outs? “I like it,” says junior Karen 
Roehl, a physical education major. “Guys 
sometimes look down on women and 
never think women have strengths, and we 
surprise them sometimes with our ability.” 
This past fall the women played two tour- 
naments in Atlanta and took second against 
an Atlanta Sporting Club. 

Out of the nineteen sports clubs on the 
Auburn campus, not one receives funding 
from student activities fees. This zero-cash 
flow means the volleyball clubbers must 
find their own way to pay tournament fees, 
travel expenses, hotel rooms, and routine 
costs of volleyballs, nets, and uniforms. 
They have found that the best way to han- 
dle the expenditures is to pay a five dollar 
club fee every quarter, split all additional 
fees, and in true student fashion, share one 
hotel room among eight and nine players 
while at tournament. And, the Barbecue 
House, a restaurant in Auburn, has literally 
put the shirts on their backs by donating 
$200 for team jerseys. 

These students have no time for fund 
raisers. When they aren't engaged in their 
studies or jobs to pay the bills, they are on 
the court playing. Each player openly con- 
fesses his addiction to volleyball and unbe- 
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grudgingly calls himself a fanatic. Along 
with their fervor of the game is their cama- 
raderie; each speaks modestly of the close 
friendships he has formed. They support 
one another when test time comes around 
and help with difficulties in classwork 
when they can. On one occasion a fellow 
player stayed up all night with an architec- 
ture student to help her complete a project. 

However, as they endeavor to improve 
their game and squeeze in practice hours 
between studies, the volleyballers, will con- 
tinue to fight for court time. Even once the 
new student act opens, they will have only 
one court an hour each day—not enough 
time for three teams (two men’s and a 
woman's), nor time enough for nets to be 
set up, warm-ups, or actual playing. But 
they will make do and hope for increasing 
interest from those who want to watch and 
play competitive volleyball. After all, with 
the new student act, Auburn can possibly 
host some tournaments—then perhaps 
everyone can see what this enthusiasm 
over setting, passing, and spiking the ball 
is all about.

Lee Cannon 


Retires

Lee Cannon was a nervous young teacher 
hoping only to remember her lines when 
she stepped before the television camera in 
Auburn on Oct. 5, 1955. Thirty minutes 
later she had helped launch one of the first 
programs on the first public television 
network in the nation. That program, 
“Today's Home;’a weekly series of home- 
making, cooking, and nutrition advice, was 
destined to run for 20 years, rivaling the Ed 
Sullivan Show in durability, and its hostess 
was to become the first celebrity of the 
emerging public television system in 
Alabama. 

Mrs. Cannon, who did other shows, 
including the long-running “Dixie Digest” 
interview show for Alabama Public Televi- 
sion, retired from Auburn University on 
Jan. 31, taking with her more than 30 years 
of memories of work in teaching, exten- 
sion, and educational television at Auburn. 

A member of the AU home economics 
faculty until 1970, Mrs. Cannon did not 
even own a television when she made her 
first appearance as hostess of "Today's 
Home.” Having moved to Auburn in 1948 
from Wisconsin with her husband Robert 
for a one-year stay “in the tropics,” she was 
just beginning to conclude that Auburn 
would be her permanent home when she 
was tabbed for the role of television hostess. 

She had worked part-time in the Foods 
and Nutrition Department for a few years 
and then had taken three years off, during 
which her three children were born. When 
the home economics faculty was called 
upon to launch the first show on educa- 
tional television, Mrs. Cannon had been 
teaching full time only a year or so, giving 
her the least seniority among her depart- 
ment's faculty. 

The school's professors all gave excuses 
for not being able to do the show, as did the 
associate professors and the more senior 
assistant professors. Finally, the dean came 
to Mrs. Cannon, a young assistant professor. 


She, too, tried to find an excuse. How- 
ever, the now impatient dean asked her, 
“Lee, do you like to teach here?” She 
accepted on the spot, she recalls. 

Mrs. Cannon had only four days to 
develop a script and memorize her lines for 
that first program, which was to be broad- 
cast live. Her biggest fear was that she 
would draw a blank at some point in the 
30-minute program, but she made it 
through the show without forgetting lines 
she had spent the entire weekend memo- 
rizing. Only later did she find out she could 
work from notes 

The program covered all areas of living, 
although in summer it tended to focus on 
foods, her specialty. She accumulated more 
than 200 cookbooks and feature stories and 
would, over time, write several cookbooks 
of her own, including the Quick and Eas) 
Cookbook, which was published by South- 
ern Living. 

Doing a cooking show gave her a chance 
to try out numerous recipes, but it also had 
its pitfalls, as in the case of the peanut 
butter recipe show. The live format had by 
then been abandoned in favor of taping, so 
Mrs. Cannon was able to tape the shows a 
day in advance. After taping one show, she 
had about 30 different peanut butter items 
to dispose of, so she told the crew to help 
themselves. Later, she received a call at 
home notifying her that someone had 
accidentally erased the tape. 

Frantic, she stayed up all night redoing 
her peanut butter recipes and had them 
ready to retape the show the following day. 
To this day, she says, she doesn’t like pea- 
nut butter. 

“Today's Home” overlapped in the 1970s 
with “Dixie Digest,” in which Mrs. Can- 
non hosted specialists and prominent 
campus visitors in an interview format. 
Such guests as Ralph Nader, Vincent Price, 
Bob Hope, and Pulitzer Prize-winning 
biologist Renee Dubose lent zest to the

programs and made them memorable for 
the hostess. 

Mrs. Cannon noted a common denomi- 
nator in such people that separates them 
from flash-in-the-pan celebrities. ‘I've de- 
cided that great people are nice,” she said, 
explaining that the famous, well estab- 
lished people were among the most cour- 
teous and gracious she interviewed. 

Many of the shows, including the five- 
part series “The Best For Us,” tried to 
provide information that was not available 
elsewhere. “The Best For Us,” for exam- 
ple, examined financial problems encoun- 
tered by young families and offered advice 
on dealing with those problems. 

Because of changing viewer tastes and 
the expense of locally-produced shows, 
information shows have virtually disap- 
peared from the airwaves. “There is nothing 
on TV that addresses problems in the 
home the way we did,” she said. 

The early shows were not as polished as 
public television shows of today, but they 
had one saving grace, she noted. “They 
were more personable,” she said. “People 
like that feeling.” 

Despite her more than 20 years as a 
regular fixture on public television stations 
in Alabama and Georgia, Mrs. Cannon 
does not consider herself a celebrity. Still, 
she admits, in just about any town she 
visits in the region, someone will come up 
and introduce themselves because they 
recognize her from the public television 
shows. 


Her retirement plans are uncertain be- 
yond hosting a European tour in May with 
husband Robert, who retired in 1982 as a 
dairy scientist at Auburn. More entertain- 
ing, for which the Cannons have a long 
established reputation, and possibly another 
cookbook lie ahead—having worked since 
age 14, Mrs. Cannon said she is not ready to 
slip into an idle retirement.

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Kickoff Classic Ahead 
With Auburn-Miami 
August Matchup 


Auburn will have its chance to get 
revenge on the Miami Hurricanes for cap- 
turing what many said was the Tigers’ 
national championship. Miami and Auburn 
will kick off the 1984 football season in 
“The Kickoff Classic” to be held Aug. 27 at 
the Giants Stadium in East Rutherford, 
NJ. The game pairs up the two teams with 
the nation’s longest winning streaks, Miami 
with 11 straight wins from the 1983 season 
and Auburn with 10 straight. Miami lost to 
Florida in the opening game, while Auburn 
lost its second game—against Texas. 

The two teams have played 10 times in 
the past, beginning in 1944, with Auburn 
leading the series 7-3. Both Miami coach 
Howard Schnellenberger and the Auburn 
coach Pat Dye coached under Paul (Bear) 
Bryant at the University of Alabama. 
Schnellenberger coached for Bryant from 
1961 to 1965, and Dye from 1965 to 1973. 

“We look forward to the Opportunity to 
come to The Meadowlands and play in 
another part of the country before a national 
television audience,” said Coach Dye. “We 
realize it will be a little tougher on us. It’s 
going to make the seasona little longer, but 
the opportunities far outweigh che extra 
burdens.” 

Forty-six of the lettermen will return in 
1984 to defend their SEC and Sugar Bowl 
championships. Spring training begins the 
last week in March, and A-Day is scheduled 
for Saturday, April 28. 


Auburn Clobbers 
Top-Ranked 
Kentucky

At the beginning of the season nobody 
would have bet money on Auburn's beating 
Kentucky. The Tigers, burdened with in- 
juries, had a sluggish start with losses to 
UAB and South Alabama early in the sea- 
son. But, like a Cinderella story, the Auburn 
basketball team beat the seemingly insur- 
mountable odds in the vicious world of SEC 
competition and rose to a 3-0 record in the 
SEC, 9-3 overall, 

Then came Kentucky, with whom Auburn 
was tied for the #1 spot in the conference. 
Kentucky was 12-0 at the time and ranked 
among the top two in the nation. Tigers 
remembered last season's exciting bouts 
with the Wildcats: a 75-67 win for Auburn 
to snap a Wildcat 40-game home winning 
streak and a 71-69 Tiger home loss on a 
shot at the buzzer in a game in which 
Charles Barkley was ejected after the first 
minute. 

Senior center Greg Turner summed up 
the team’s feelings about Kentucky before 
the game: “Who says they can’t be beaten? 
They said we couldn't beat them last year 
up there and we did. They said we couldn't 
beat them two years ago here and we did. 
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Kentucky can be beaten ona given night— 
it's just a matter of playing them on that 
given night that you've got to hope for.” 

That determined relentless approach 
Turner described brought a crowd of nearly 

12,500 people, not to mention a national 
television audience, to their feet to recog- 
nize the Tigers as a serious competitor for 
the SEC title. Not only did Auburn beat 
Kentucky, but they won by nineteen points 
in an explosive 82-63 victory which put 
Auburn alone at the SEC top spot. Auburn's 
front line of Turner, Barkley, Vern Strick- 
land, and Chuck Person went up against 
Kentucky's front line of 7-foot Sam Bowie, 
6-11 Melvin Turpin, and 6-9 Kenny Walker 
to combine for 58 points ‘and 25 re- 
bounds—22 points and 10 rebounds more 
than the Wildcat trio. 

The game marked Auburn's largest mar- 
gin of victory against Kentucky since the 
1966 season, and Kentucky's worst loss 
since 1974, when the 'Cats lost 98-74 to a 
championship Indiana team. “This win 
will do wonders for our Program,” said 
Coach Sonny Smith. “We beat a great bas- 
ketball team. We won by 19 points. This is 
going to shock a lot of people around the 
SEC—especially those people who have 
been telling their friends this is my last leg. 

“I've never been under any job pressure, 
except what I placed on myself. This win 
says a lot. I can’t tell you what it means to 
see a bunch of young kids play their ever- 
lasting hearts out.” 

And playing their hearts out was exactly 
what they did. When Kentucky went up 
8-0 in the first three minutes of the game, 
the crowd—the eighth-largest in Memor- 
ial Coliseum history—squirmed nervously 
in their seats. Then the catalyst, Barkley, 
entered the game, and the crowd and the 
AU team went wild. After being ejected 
from last year's home game against Ken- 
tucky, Barkley was more than ready to hit 
the floor and entered the game throwing 
his fist into the air and clapping his hands. 
With 12:57 left in the half, the Tigers had 
turned the score around to a 16-10 advan- 
tage and led at the half 41-34. 

"I don’t ever remember seeing a crowd 
getting so worked up by a player coming in 
as they did Barkley,” said Kentucky guard 
Jim Master. “You could just see how it 
picked the rest of their players up.” Bark- 
ley, the All-SEC center, scored a season- 
high 21 points, collected 10 rebounds, 
blocked three shots, and made two steals 
during the game, and showed no outward 
signs of the back problems that have 
plagued him since the beginning of the 
season. 

Coach Smith later said, “I purposely 
played Barkley against the crowd. I saw 
how they reacted when I inserted him in 
the first half. I thought I'd do it again if 
things didn’t go well early.” 

The crowd didn’t lose any of their 
excitement during the halftime. If any- 
thing, halftime provided more reason to 
scream and chant, as football Coach Pat 
Dye presented the Sugar Bowl trophy to 
Interim President Wilford Bailey and the 
MVP trophy to running back Bo Jackson. 


As basketball play continued the Wild- 
cats pulled within 44-41 with 17:53 remain- 
ing, but once again Barkley sparked the 
team’s momentum. When Auburn began 


~ to pull away from Kentucky, Jackson got so 


excited he jumped out of his seat and began 
leading cheers. Chuck Person, who was 
Auburn's leading scorer with 25 points, 
paired up with Barkley to take turns at 
slam-dunks. From then on there was no 
stopping the Tigers, and by the end of the 
night Auburn had proudly claimed its first 
place position in the conference. 


Basketball Roundup: 
Tigers Keep Hold 
on SEC’s #1 Spot

The Associated Press’ 19th ranked Tig- 
ers (17th in UPI) left Gatorland with a 
67-65 victory which placed Auburn once 
again in sole ownership of the SEC's first 
place after competitor Kentucky lost to 
Alabama. The win gave Auburn a 14-5 
record overall, an 8-2 record in the confer- 
ence, and the privilege of being the first 
team this season to beat University of Flor- 
ida at Gainesville. 

The question now is whether the Tigers 
can keep up their impressive performance 
for the second half of the season. Coach 
Sonny Smith said, “Our front line—Charles 
Barkley, Chuck Person, Greg Turner, and 
Vern Strickland—are playing well enough 
for us to win the league. It depends on our 
guard play. We knew Frank Ford and 
Gerald White would make some mistakes 
because they are freshmen. We just had to 
live with them. 

“Sometimes, they make us look like a 
Division II school and sometimes they 
make us look like national champions. 
Everything depends on our guards and if 
they can come up with a little more consis- 
tency the last half of the season.” 

Smith believes a team with four losses 
will win the SEC title, which means Auburn 
needs to win all of its home games and 
make a good show on the road. Auburn is 
the only team in the SEC which has a win- 
ning record on the road against conference 
foes, with victories against Mississippi 
State, Alabama, Tennessee, and Florida. 
The conference road record already beats 
last year’s 2-7 record in conference road 
games. Upcoming road games include- 
matches against Kentucky, Vanderbilt, LSU, 
and Ole Miss. 

Cynical Auburn fans were put to the test 
after an emotional win against Kentucky 
Jan. 13 was followed by two consecutive 
losses against Vanderbilt (71-73) and Geor- 
gia (86-90). However, the Tigers bounced 
back with a win in Knoxville against Ten- 
nessee, 79-72. Two home games followed 
suit, with an 80-78 win against LSU and a 
60-50 win against Ole Miss. 

Forward Chuck Person has carried a lot 
of the load for the Auburn team and, before 
the Florida game, averaged 9.3 rebounds 


per game and 21.3 points to lead the SEC 
Charles Barkley has averaged 12.8 points 
and 9.4 rebounds per game and was selected 
as college player of the week by Sports 
Illustrated for the first week in February, 
Barkley has made an amazing comeback 
after suffering a back injury early in the 
season and may be on his way to his third 
consecutive SEC rebounding title this sea- 
son. 

“Barkley’s rebounding and outlet passes 
have made our fast break one of the better 
parts of our game this year,” Smith said, 
“One of the reasons he has been so effec- 
tive for us is because he’s staying out of foul 
trouble more than he has in the past. That 
makes a lot of difference.” 


Men’s, Women’s 
Swim Teams 


Ranked 7th 


On November 4 Auburn’s men and 
women swim teams began their seasons 
with victories over Maryland. The men 
won 68-45 while the women won 69-44. 
The season has been going well since then 
for the men with victories over Georgia 
(66-47), Florida State (69-44), Texas A&M 
(67-43), 3rd-ranked Texas (66-47), 4th- 
ranked Alabama (67-46), and only one 
defeat to Southern Illinois (54-59). 

Since the Maryland meet, the Lady Tig- 
ers have been defeated by Georgia (61-79), 
Florida State (63-77), and Southern IIlinois 
(54-86) although they beat Alabama 80-60 
and placed fourth in the Longhorn Invita- 
tional held January 13-14. 

A lot of credit for the women's 80-60 
defeat of Alabama on January 1 goes to two 
of the freshman divers—Jenny Chapman, 
who took first place in the three-meter 
diving, and Joanne Pict, who took first 
place in the one-meter event.

determine what you're going to do about 
your staffing here? Are you going to bring 
some people with you from Arkansas? 


A: I don’t know. I'm looking at that. The 
positions that are vacant that I’m familiar 
with right now are the executive vice pres- 
ident’s position and the vice president for 


_ academic affairs. I do have some people on 


committees who are going to be advising 
me. At this time I don’t have any plans 
other than to move on filling the executive 
vice presidency as rapidly as possible. I 
believe the vice president for academic 
affairs will take a little longer because I do 
want more faculty and staff input on that 
one than on the executive vice president, 
whose position will be primarily ad- 
ministrative. 


Q: In becoming reacquainted with 
Auburn what strikes you as being most 
different in what you saw earlier? 


A: Auburn has, of course, many more 
facilities, and again you have to realize I left 
30 years ago in 1954... Programs have 
expanded significantly since I was here. I 
was looking through the number of under- 
graduate programs for the past five years 
and the number of majors and the number 
of degrees granted, and a lot of those areas 
weren't there when I was here. | think 
we're not ina period in which we will see a 
lot of growth over the next four or five 
years, unless it's the quality of the pro- 
grams that attract the students. 

I'm a firm believer that as you improve 
the quality of the programs you will attract 
more and more students to those pro- 
grams. I think our emphasis will be to 
improve upon the quality that already 
exists in our instruction, in our research 
and our extension programs. And if we do 
that, I suspect the institution will find
